THE number of Asbos 
dished out to yobs has 
nearly doubled. 

Just under 900 orders 
were issued in the first 
three months of this year 
compared with 485 in the 
same part of 2004. 

Greater London (112) 
and Greater Manchester 
(106) issued most. 

Tn total, 5,557 Asbos have 
been issued in England 
and Wales since they were 
introduced in April 1999. 

About half are given to 
troublemakers under 18. 

Neighbours from hell are 
also caught in the net. 

Home Office minister 
Hazel Blears said of the 
figures: "They show that 
there are still many people 
suffering at the hands of 
irresponsible and threat- 
ening individuals. 


"Asbos are an effective 
way of stopping the 
actions that make people's 
lives a misery, when other 
attempts have failed. 

“Tackling anti-social 
behaviour is a key part of 
the ‘Respect’ agenda.” 

But the Tories claimed 
the Government’s drive 
against yob behaviour was 
a flop. 

Shadow Home Secretary 
David Davis said: “It’s in 
crisis. 

“The Prime Minister 
promised 5,000 Asbos a 
year but it has taken six 
years to reach that. 

“We also know that 
almost half of the Asbos 
are being breached.”
